Interesting Facts About a Magnificent

Bad Effects of the Proposed Law for a 
State Board of Grain Inspectors. 


The attempt just now being made to pass a 
bill through the Legislature establishing a 
State Board for the inspection of grain, af- 
fords a suitable opportunity to give some in- 
teresting facts about the grain trade of St. 
Louis and the probable effeet of the proposed 
new law. The prosperity of Missouri, as well 
as of most of the States of the Mississippi Val- 
ley, depends mainly upon the income 
from agriculture, and the income from agri- 
culture depends mainly upon the prices of 
corn, wheat, rye, oats and barley. During 
the year ending July, 1879, St. Louis will 
probably have handled 40,000, bushels of 
grain, reaching a total valuation of near $25,- 
000,000. The grain trade is the largest and 
most sensitive industry of the city. The 
cotton trade does mot amount to 
over $12,000,000 a year, and the 
iron trade has fallen into comparative insigni- 
ficance, but in grain there has been a steady 
growth in the volume of business done and in 
profitable results. St. Louis will probably 
handle 50,000,000 bushels of grain during the 
coming year, and at the present rate of in- 
crease her receipts will soon be as heavy as 
those of her great competitor Chicago. 
This gratifying condition is owing 
to the admirable ~ 

CONVENIENCES FOR HANDLING GRAIN 
at this market. A bushel of wheat can be 
sold in St. Louis at a less expense than at any 
other city inthe West. This is why shippers 
from every surrounding State are crowding 
into this market. Facts alone stand the test of 
If the farmers of Kansas could 
sell wheat at a better price in 
Chicago than im St. Louis, they would 
certainly send their wheat to Chicago, but St. 
Louis has obtaine@ more new customers in 
Kansas as well as Nebraska during the past 
twelve months than Chicago, simply because 
the St. Louis methods of handling grain are 
better than those of Chicago, and the resulting 
profits greater. Attention need only be called 
to the elevator system of St. Louis.

This, though 
apparently small, would soon 
swell to an enormous amount. 
On every 10,000,000 bushels of grain it would 
amount to $25,000; on every $80,000,000 bush- 
els of in, to $50,000, and so on, At the 
rate the grain trade is now increasing here, 
the compensation of the board would proba- 
bly amount to $100,000 per annum. Fu r- 
more, it would be a tax of from §l 
to two dollars on every ear load of ° 
whereas the inspection now costs only twen- 
ty-five cents per car. The question ‘Is, shall 
the grain trade of St. Louis be taxed $100,000 
a year to keep up a Board of State Supervisors? 
The new offices will afford good places for five 
more ~- people, and it is natural 
to suppose that they will 
come in as 4 part of the Governor’s patronage, 
and that they will be under political contrel, 
something like, say for instance, the Board of 
Police Commissioners. ' 

Just now there is a strong and successful 
effort being made to establish a large 

EXPORT TRADE 
at this market. The completion of the jetties 
leaves a clear opening to the sea, and the bene- 
fits of the great Mississippi River are about to 
be realized. Out of the 14,000,000 bushels of 
wheat which came here during the past year, 
only about 7,000,000 ‘bushels were taken 
for home consumption. The mills of St. 
Louis at present have not a ee for grind- 
ing up more than six or seven million bushels 
of wheat a year; hence there must be an ont- 
let for the surplus if there is to be a prosper- 
ous increase of business. 
THE FARMERS — 

are more interested in this than anybody else. 
They are suffering from ‘an oversupply, and 
they look hopefully to the establishment of an 
P exporttrade. But,as before remarked, dealers 
in Europe. when they come to this market, are 
willing to buy on St. Louis inspections, because 
they have tried them, and find*that they hold 
out to be good. This result has only been at- 
tained by years aud vears of patienee and cire 
on the part of St. Louis grain men, and if 4 
new law was established creating a Board of 
Inspectors foreign to the Merchants’ Exchange 
and out of sympathy with it, the stand- 
ard = of inspection would probaly 
be changed anit ** éxpex* trade completely 
demoralized. European yn ure MOTE siGdes 
in their ways than those of this country. They 
are disposed to adhere to old customs and shun 
new ones, and they would be slow to adapt 
themselves to a new standard of grain inspec- 
tien that might be established by the State. 

Now, in conelusion, let it be again stated 
tnat grain is handled cheaper in St. Louis 
than any other leading grain market in 
the country.

They have special bins for wheat 
that is sold on samples, and which it 
desired shall not be mixed with any other 
wheat. The five St. Louis elevators have 
special bins for probably as much as 1,000 car 
loads of grain, which, of eours®, is a matter 
of great convenience to shippers from. the 
country, and a convenience that cannot be had 
at Chicago or elsewhere. Now something as 
to the inspection and weighing of grain before 
it into the elevators. The 
Merchants’ Exchange of St. Louis has au- 
thority, under the charter granted it by the 
Legislature, to appoint 

A BOARD OF INSPECTORS 
and a weigher. The Board of Inspectors ¢5n- 
sists of five members, who are elected annual- 
ly and who receive a compensation of twenty- 
five cents on every car of grain inspected. The 
President of the Board is known as 
the supervising inspector, and he receives 
ten per cent of the net income from the fee of 
25 cents acar, the remainder being divided 
equally between the five. members of the 
Board. The gross receipts of the Board 
for the year ending July 1, 1879, will probably 
reach $20,000. Each inspector gives a bond in 
the sum of $5,000 and is directly amenable to 
the Merchants’ Exchange. The weigher is 
also elected annually and gives a bond 
of $5,000, and takes an oath to faithfully per- 


form his duly. Tle is allowed a sufficient 
humber of deputies, all of whom give bond 
and take the same oath as the weigher-in- 
chief. The weigher-in-chief reccives a sal- 
ary of $2,700 a year, and ts also amenable 
only to the Merchants’ Exchange. 

As soonasacar of wheat arrives it is in- 
spected, then weighed and then awaits the 
orders of the owner or consignee. The 
inspection is entered upon a book at the 
Merchants’ Exchange, so that a reinspection 
can be ordered if the first is not satisfactory. 
If the inspection and the weight are satisfac- 
tory, the car is ordered to one of the elevators, 
where it is unloaded, and for which the ele- 
vator receipt is given. This receipt Is as 
good as so much money, and is accepted 
as a valid security by the banks 
of the city. If an elevator should 
perpetrate a fraud, its receipts can be de- 
clared irregular by the Merchants’ Exchange 
and the elevator forced to close up. Through 
the efforts of the Merchants’ Exchange of this 
city, there was a law enacted by thd Legisla- 
ture several years ago making it a felony to 
give a warehouse receipt for property not re-

The Federal Election Laws. 
To the Editor of the Post-Disvatch: 

No one has ventured to question, except 
vaguely and _ indefinitely, the power 
of Congress to legislate § upon 
the subject, since the language of the 
Constitution is too plain to admit of doubt. 
It says (article 1, sec. 4): ‘*Thetimes, places 
and manner of holding elections for Senators 
and Representatives shall be prescribed in 
each State by the Legislature thereof; but the 
Congress may at any time make or alter such 
regulations, except as to the places of choos- 
ing Senators;’’ and in addition to this the 
late amendments provide for their enforce- 
ment. It is not, then a question of authority, 
but of expediency; and complaint seems 
chiefly directed against the act of May 31, 
1870, entitled, ‘‘Anactto enforce the rights 
of citizens of the United States to vote in the 
several States of this Union, and for other 
purposes,’’ and one or two subsequent acts 
amendatory of this one. 

No objection appears ever to have been made 
to the act of May 3, 1872, which provides that 
all votes for Representatives in Congress shall 
be by written or printed ballot, any law ofany 
State tothe contrary notwithstanding. But 
while the Constitution seems thus plain enough 
in its provisiong, the judicial department of 
the Government . has given a decision, in lan- 
guage equally plain, which virtually ousts 
Congress of its jurisdiction. It declares 
(wrongfully, in my opinion,) that suffrage is 
nota necessary privilege of a citizen ofthe 
United States. ‘*‘The United States has no 
voters in thé States of its own creation. The 
elective officers of the United States are all 
elected directly or indirectly by State voters ;’’ 
and more, tothe same effect. ifthe United 
States has no voters of its own creation, it is

The general purport 
of the letters was, that if. witness did not use 
his influence to make his uncle give her money 
and her child, she would prosecute him for 
BIGAMY AND DISGRACE THE WHOLE FAMILY. 

At the request of plaintiff, witness wrote a 
letter addressed to a Judge Marshall, supposed 
to reside in Washington, and gave a detailed 
statement of his uncle’s knowledge of, and 
connection with plaintiff. 

General Butler informed the Court that 
Judge Marshall had never been found and _ his 
counsel believed him to be a myth. Witness 
identified the Bible produced by plaintif as 
the one which had been missed from 
his family for years and which 
contained the family record. It had been 
kept in the custody of his grandmother; heard 
his «grandmother say that she did not 
know what had beeome of the Bible. Witness 
was a preacher connected with the Southern 
Methodist Church; knew that his uncle lived 
with plaintiff as his mistress; his uncle had so 
informed him; had not been summonéd, but 
came on in answerto atelegram from Col. 
Brown; bad no understanding that his exp°n- 
ses would be paid but expected they would be 
paid by the defense; had never lived with his 
uncle; had called plaintiff aunt, because he 
could not speak to her without calling her 
something. 


A. G. Riddle, of counsel for the defense, 
was called by Gen. Butler to testify. 

Counsel for plaintiff asked that witness be 
sworn on bis voir dire, as he expected to show 
that he had been originally counsel for plain- 
tiff, and was incompetent to testify as“against 
her.

It ought not to 
be forgotten, however, that the South has 
been compelled by circumstapees to beeome 
solid, in self-defense; that the Southern peo- 
ple considered it their duty to unite to save 
themselves and their families from what they 
regarded as moral, social and political degra- 
dation. Then there are statesmen, and able 
statesmen, too, who look upon the solid South 
as something henorable at this time to Amer- 
ican character, They think it demonstrates to 
the world that the grand old American spirit 
still lives amongst the American people. They 
say that the spirit of 1776, 
which united the thirteen _colo- 
nies into a soltd America against the threaten- 
ed meetin of England, is the spirit of 1879 
which unites the Southern States into a solid 
South against threatened injustice from any 
quarter. So long as this spirit lives amongst 
our poone, so long will we be able to present 
a solid America against all enemies, and a 
solid America, if true éo itself, will be always 
able to bid defiance to the eombined powers of 
a hostile world. But to my notion Southern hu- 
man natureis the same in all respects as 
Northern human nature. Insult and 
injury produce’ alienation and _  discon- 
teut, while kindness and confidence 
insure conciliation and good will. Would 
it not be well, therefore, to hazard the 
experiment of treating the Southern people, 
for some time at least, with kindness and con- 
tidence. and with that which is due even to 
the South—common justice. The result, in 
my opinion, would fully justify the experi- 
ment. 
NAPOLEON AND LA VENDEE. 

A historical incident occursgo fe at 
this time. which will illustrate what I mean 
in recommending this policy. In 1799 Nape- 
leon Bonaparte was n First Consul of 
the French Republic. Soonafter his appoint- 
ment he called bis counselars together and in- 
formed them, in his frank and fearless way 
that France had to Ln oy to make head 
aguinst a coalition of all the great powers of 
Europe. ‘*To fight all Europe successfully, ’’ 
said he, ‘‘the complete pacification of the 
— of La Vendee is absolutely necessary. 

jentlemen, what course ought this Govern- 
ment pursue to effect the pacification of that 
provinee?’’ ‘‘Pacify La Vendee!’’ answered 
his counselors; ‘*that is a task which is sim- 
ply impossible.’’ 

‘*La Vendee cannot be conciliated.The peo- 
ple are incorrigible rebels, and they will seize 
upon the first opportunity to aid in overthrow- 
ing the Republican Government. We have 
no alternative left but to crush them. This 
Government will be compelled to destroy La 
ag + in orderto save the French Repub- 
se.”’ 

‘*‘IT hope not,’’ said Napoleon. ‘‘France 
needs all her sons, and I will not be the man to 
destroy the children of France. I shall try an 
experiment upon these Vendeans, and I will 
have to ehange my estimate of human nature 
if it does not prove successful. I shall send 
for the Vendean leaders and meet them alone 
in the Bois de Boulogne, and conciliate them 
by doing them and their people complete jus- 
tice.’’ 

‘*Meet these rebels alone in that forest?’’ 
said his counselors. ‘‘The traitors will assas- 
sinate you.’’ 

**No,’? said Napoleon, ‘‘there is no fear of 
that. Men who fight for a conviction, howev- 
er erroneous it may be, are not assassins. ’’ 

He sent a safe conductto the Vendean 
ehiefs. He met them alone in the Boulogne 
forest. He told them frankly what he had 
told his counselors before, that France had to 
prepare to battle against combined Europe, 
and that the reconcilement of the people of 
La Vendee was absolutely necessary to enable 
her to encounter the coming storm. ‘*I 
might be able,’’ said he, ‘‘to destroy that 
province, but I cannot reconcile its people to 
arepublic. You can, however. You are 
the natural leaders of the people. You can 
aid France and save your native province. 
There is a pledge under the seal of State that 
you shall be left hereafter in full enjoyment of 
your own institutions and laws, usages and 
traditions, rights and _ privileges. The 
people of La Vendee shall have full 
power to manage their own affairs in 
their own way, without any interference 
on the part of the General Government. The 
only return I ask for this is that as French- 
men you will assist your country in the coming 
struggle.’’ The Vendean chiefs burst forth into 
acclaimnations of jovful surprise: ‘‘Why,this is 
all we ever asked for and more than we ever 
hoped for. The Republican rulers always 
treated us as rebels and almost succeeded in 
making us forget that we are Frenchmen; but 
you are magnanimous, you place conSdence 
In us and treat us as fellow countrymen, and 
from this hour fellow countrymen we will be, 
apd as such assist France under any govera- 
ment to fight the eombined powers of 
Europe.’’ And handsomely and gloriously 
they alt that pledge; they were amongst the 
best soldiers of those armies that entered in 
triumph afterwards into nearly all the capitals 
of Europe; and from that day to 
this they have continued to be 
amongst the most faithful citizens 
of their beloved country. This was the policy 
of the great Napoleon in a@ case very similar to 
ours, and my opinion is that if both political 
parties, Democratsand Republicans, would 
follow-this example in their treatment of the 
South, the ‘‘irrepressible conflict,’’ as it is 
called, would soon come toan end, and that 
dark cloud which now obscures the brightness 
of our political horizon would be sure to dis- 
appear forever.

Mr. E. H. Brown, superintendent of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, with his 
attorneys, Messrs. E. T. Allen and J. G. 
Lodge, appeared in the Criminal Court this 
morning to show cause why he 
(Brown) should not be compelled 
or forced to produce certain 
telegrams mentioned in a duces tecum served 
upon him by the grand jury. Mr. Lodge tiled 
a petition in the case. The Court ordered him 
to read the same, which was’ complied with. 
The following is the substance of the petition: 

After reciting the preliminary circumstances 
ofthe issuing ofa subpena duces tecum, the 
petition goes on to say that 
the telegrams called for are those 
**between Dr. J.C. Nidelet, between William 
Ladd and A. B, Wakefield, between Wafren 
McChesney and A. B. Wakefield, between J. 
C. Nidelet and John 8, Phelps, between John 
S. Phelps and William Ladd, and between 
George W. Anderson and A. B. Wakefield, 
and any and all telegrams or telegraphic 
dispatches or copies or originals that may be 
in the possession of the petitioner, or over 
which be may have the eare, custody or con- 
trol, which may have been sent or received 
by or between any orall of the above men- 
tioned parties within the last six months, of 
whatever description or kind.’’ 

The reasons assigned for not producing 
telegrams are as follows: 

1. Thatjthe petitioner is a mere servant of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, and 
that as the mere servant of said tompany he is 
under the highest moral and legal obligation# 
to obey the orders and observe the instruc- 
tions of his employer, precisely as a mer- 
chant’s or banker’s clerk is bound to protect 
the interests and not to disclose the secrets of 
his employer.

How the Great Republic Alone Keeps the 
Great Dressmaker From Despair. 


{From the London World, March 12. j 

Stand at the Arc de 1’Etoile and look down 
the avenue du Bois de Boulogne, and you will 
see in the line of purple hills that bound the 
view, the prettiest suburb of Paris. Here the 
great dressmaker, Mr. Worth, has built his 
home. If there is one part.of the line of hills 
prettier than another, it is where the Valerien 
rises to dominate the whole civic landscape 
and the basin of the Seine, and his roof is right 
under the guns of the fortress. He has from 
every point of view as fine a stretch of scenery 
as ever Claude imagined. Nature’s wayward- 
néss of bounty was never better illustrated 
than in her choosing a bluff Englishman and 
sending him forth from his native Lincoln- 
shire, some thirty years ago, to make a for- 

by beating the French on their own 
owe a It is on F of a surprise to him- 
‘elf to this very day, and on his start in life he 
‘wag, so absolutely unprepared for it that he 
sas onlv hesitating between his father’s pro- 
fession, the law, and the Church. 

His home has grown up, like his business, 

from modest beginnings. At first it was but 
a small house standing in its grounds; but the 
buyer knew what he was about. The grounds 
were large enough to give it room to grow. 
It has accordingly grown in all directions, and 
it is now rather a large family settlement than 
a single dwelling. Year by year its flourish- 
ing roof-tree has put forth new branches, and 
in the long lines of building an expert in this 
kind of woodecraft might trace the various 
stages of development. The conservatory was 
alearly dn offshoot from the entrance-hall; the 
dining-room from the conservatory; the 
long gallery, descending terra by 
terrace of covered way to the grounds, 
an offshoot from the conservatory.

That fine 
semicircular sweep of colonnade, as well as 
the giant heads of Napoleon and other terres- 
trial deities of France, came from the old 
Hotel de Ville. _This huge keepsake in stone 
is from the burnt Tuileries. © You stop to ad- 
mire an old carved door, and you learn that it 
once closed on the devotions of Mme. de Main- 
tenon; a piece of tapestry—it kept the draught 
from the cradle of Henry IV. 
Worth is a great amateur of bric-a- 
brace. Specimens of porcelain with alterna- 
tions.of rich tapestry stuffs for a background 
form the covering of the walls in the low hall 
of the dark oak, in the bright morning-room, 
in the dining-room beyond. Carried 
out to this extent it brightens 
up the rooms as no other device could 
with varied color. But this brightness might 
degenerate into an offensive gaudiness if it 
Were not properly carried out and balanced in 
other details of the furniture. The owner, ac- 
_ cordingly, has happily blended hangings with 
china; carved work in different woods with 
hangings; plants, pictures, bronzes, wall- 
mosaic, tesselated pavements with all. 

The general principle of the domestic ar- 
rangements is that each personin the house, 
whetber guest or member of the family, shall 
haye a separate domain. There are common 
rooms here+-the. dining-room is necessarily 
one of them and the great salon iv another; but 
every occupant may find copies of them in 
miniature in his own part of the premises. 
Thus Mme. Worth has a very complete suite of 
‘‘nests,’’ in the shape of boudoir, morning- 
room, petit salon, for her own special use. 
Her husband has another very different in 
style—old oak and low-toned hangings, as 
against light woods and draperies to mateh. It 
is the same thing out in the grounds; each of 
the two sons has his house, built and furn- 
ished in perfect accord with the tastes 
and pursuits of the occupant. One who 
paints in his leisure time has a bijou studio 
which has but one fault—it is so pretty that it 
must tend to divert the amateur artist’s atten+ 
tion from his work to his walls. .In another 
house a daintily fitted up fencing-room shows 

in what way the elder son, who is in the busi- 
' ness, finds his favorite recreation. Beyond 
these lies a smaller house now in disuse, but 
still kept im perfect order, where the lads 
used to work: with their tutor befere they 
went out intothe world. This same sense of 
the picturesque in the adaptation of style to 
uses is seen in the housing of the horses. The 
stables are little compositions in fancy brick- 
work. polished woods and glittering brasses. 

Mr. Worth is English or nothing; Mme. 
Worth is as decidedly French. The sons are 
more French than English, and only one 
speaks our language with ease. Their father, 
in spite of his long residence in France. is a 
thorough John Bull in everything but appear- 
ance. If you could get him to talk quite free- 
ly, he would maintain that France was never 
quite so well off as under Imperial rule. It 
is natural; we must remember how he has | 
made his™fortune.

The Post-DISPATCH secret and confidential 
reporter on the grand jury is again enabled to 
present a sensational, startling, and as yet 
perfectly secret, piece of information in 
advance of all our esteemed morning 
contemporaries.

A Boy Struck by aBall of Fire in Pat- 
erson, New Jersey.

His Clothes Enveloped in Flames, and He 
is Badly Barned---A Curious 
Phenomenon.

NEW YORK, March 24.—A most singular 
phenomenon happened at Paterson,N. J., at 
9o0’viock Saturday night. Edward: Braine. 
15,and Robert Duroe, 12, were on their way toa 
grocery store across a vacant lot, when Robert, 
looking up. saw coming downin an oblique 
line a small bolt of fire, which struck Edward 
on the left breast, passed under his coat and 
exploded ina 

MASS OF FLAMES 
over the boy’s breast and side. In the boy’s 
left hand, which was parallel with his side at 
the time, he held a silver quarter dollar. Buth 
boys were frightened, and, the night being 
dark and stormy, they ran through into 
Mechanic street, into. the grocery 
store kept by a man named 
Cox, who immediately stripped off young

thereby saving his life. The boy’s coat was 
burned off on one side, his undefclothes 
were burned down to his skin and his side was 
badly scorched and blistered; the end of his 
thumb, including the nail, was pared off, his 
left hand was badly burned, so that 
now it 1s swollen up to twice its usual size, 
and the twenty-five cent piece which he held 
in his hand 
WAS PARTLY MELTED. 

The boy was immediately put under medical 
eare. His injuries are painful, but not dan- 
gerous. Had the fiery mass struck him onthe 
head or face, it would probably have killed 
him. One of the most mysterious things 
about it is the character or composition of this 
meteor, whether it was wholly 

A GASEOUS SUBSTANCE 
or partly solid. The Braine boy saw nothing. 
He only heard a_ hissing noise 
over his head just as he was struck. 
The other boy is an __ intelligent 
little fellow who was about 15 feet from him. 
lie saw the ball of fire coming very distantly. 
Young Braine did not feel any shock as from 
a solid substance, butasort of heavy thud, 
which seemed to paralyze him for a moment. 
If any solid substance accompanied 
THE BALL OF FIRE 

it must have grazed his side and passed 
through his coat to the ground. The sur- 
rounding flame striking bis body, spreading 
over his clothing and igniting his coat, 
he was 80 badly burned that it was 
impossible to ascertain from its appearance 
whether this was probable or not. Search 
was made for anything having the appearance 
of the meteoric stone, but it was not discover- 
ed. The ground was wet and soft at the time, 
and if any solid substance fell it probably 
went into the earth out of sight.

Review of the Hardware Market. 

The market for the past week bas been very 
active. Large numbers of merchants in the 
city and numerous mail orders have kept our 
jobbers up to theirfull capacity. Valuesin all 
lines are excecdingly firm, but no change in 
prices of any note. One of the largest houses 
in the city is so full of orders that they have 
been compclied to call all their travelers home 
to enable them tocatchup. Farming imple- 
nents are exceedingly scarce, and, owing toa 
sharp local competition,are being sold below 
the cost of production. As 
an evidence of the strength of St. Louis asa 
hardware market, there is at present a very 
large Montana (casl) buver here now, buying, 
who first visited thoroughly Chicago, and ts 
free to state that he can do better in St.Lonis. 
Another similar case is a heavy deaicr from 
Pueblo, Colorado, who tried the Chicago mar- 
ket und afterwards caine here and made his 
purchases. Thereis a scarcity of 8 and 10d 
fence nails at present, owing to a very heavy 
demand inthe pasttew davs. The hardware 
trade of st. Louis is largely ahead of any other 
season up to this time.—{St. Louis Gro- 
cer. 
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The Hog Supply. 
[From the Cincinnati Price Curre nt. ] 

In connection with collecting intormation in 
regard to the winter packing, recently, we 
have obtained expressions from about 300 of 
our correspondents in regard to the prospect- 
ive supply of hogs for marketing during the 
spring and summer, compared with a year 
ago, and the probable time they will be actively 
marketed. We publish in detail the responses 
from about 225 places, being all we have time 
or preparing and getting into type for 
this issue. A careful perus:!l ofall this evi- 
dence leads tothe inevitable conclusion that 
the prospective supply of hogs for marketing 
beforgmext winter is considvrably sort of last 
year—we think it nay be put down as 20 to 25 
per cent less. In Ohio, Kentucky and Iadiana 
there is evidence of a inarked decrease in sup- 
ply, while Illinois will likely not be largely 
short of last year, and Iowa will likewise 
be but littie deficient; Missouri will 
probably furnish as many, and Kan- 
sas and Nebraska more than last year. The ex- 
pressions offered, tuken literally, would prob- 
ably pointto a lurger decrease than we have 
suggested, but our observations in the past 
lead us tothe conclusion that the tendency is 
to overestimate a decrease in supply. Then 
again the turn which the trade touk early in 
January gave farmers renewed encourage- 
ment, which bas undoubtedly had an import- 
unt influence in lengthening the supply which 
will be available for marketing before next 
winter. 

We have but few expressions indicating the 
existence of disease to any serious degree, and 
we infer that there is more than the usual free- 
doin from disease amony swine in the Western 
States, at the present time. 

In regard to the tame of mest active market- 
ing, the evidence points to an increasing sup- 
ply in April, although the recent cold weather, 
should it be much prolonged, may have some 
intluence in retarding the fattening process. 
During May and June guite liberal receipts 
may be expected, although they are not likely 
to be equal tothe same period last year. Pri- 
ces will have some influence in the movoment 
ot hogs, as also wilithe conditions attending 
the starting of the new corn crop. 

The total number ot hogs packed in the West 
during the eight months from March lst to No- 
vember lstlast year was about 3,350,00vU. It 
will not be safe to calculate upon dess than 2,- 
500,000 head the coming season, and the num- 
ber may be swelled considerably beyond 

Weights will undoubtedly be a lighter 
average. 

It may be remarked in this connection that 
the January report ot the Department of Agri- 
culture, advance figures of which have been 
furnished to this office, shows a total of 20,- 
915,900 bogs in the thirteen packing States, 
against 19,298,400 last year, an increase of 
1,617,500, or 8.33 per cent.
